Minority  representatives  absent  in 
Chancellor's  Search  Committee

The  search  for  a  new  chancellor 
continues.  What  began  last  Fall  has 
now  progressed  to  the  point  pre- 
dicted by  Walter  P.  Helmke,  chair 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  Chancellor 
Selection  Advisory  Committee. 

Helmke,  who  also  serves  on  the 
Community  Advisory  Committee, 
reported  to  the  Faculty  Convocation 
last  Monday  what  progress  had 
been  made  in  the  search  for  a  new 
chancellor  to  replace  Joanne  B. 
Lantz. 

Hclmke  attended  the  meeting  to 
answer  questions  on  the  where  the 
committee  was  in  the  selection 
process. 

Rebecca  A.  Teagarden,  is  vice 
chair  of  the  Community  Advisory 
Council. 

"There  had  been  a  total  of  62 
applications  submitted  which  had 
been  narrowed  down  to  seven 
applications,"  said  Helmke. 

Phone  interviews  will  then  be 
conducted  with  the  seven  appli- 
cants. 

"Out  of  these  seven  applicants, 
three  or  four  will  be  invited  to  the 
campus,  hopefully  by  the  end  of 
March,"  said  Helmke. 

There  are  two  dates  remaining  for 
the  faculty  convocations  to  meet; 
March  Hand  April  11. 

Recommendations  of  the  three 
names  will  be  submitted  in  early 
April  to  Purdue  President  Steven 
Beering.  Beering  will  make  the 
final  decision. 

The  next  step  in  the  process  will 
be  to  bring  the  three  candidates  on 
campus  to  an  open  meeting  with  the 
campus  community. 

According  to  Hclmke.  the  selec- 
tion committee  is  looking  for  a 
competent,  qualified  and  diverse 
candidate  to  be  the  new  chancellor 

Yet  there  are  no  minorities  repre- 
sented on  the  search  committee  to 
help  in  the  selection  process,

said  lo  The  Communicator  that 
there  was  a  minority  represented  on 
the  search  committee,  but  that  the 
person  was  absent  from  die  meet- 
ings and  was  then  removed. 

When  Beering  could  not  identify 
the  minority  representative,  The 
Communicator  then  contacted 
Hclmke  and  die  representative  was 
identified  as  former  student  body 
president  Rajat  Suri. 

Jerry  Richardson,  the  present  stu- 
dent body  president,  was  then 
added  to  the  committee  to  replace 
Suri. 

Other  committee  members 
appointed  by  Beering  last  Fall  (as 
reported  in  The  Communicator) 
are:  Scott  F.  Argast,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  geology  an  chair  of 
GcoScienccs;  John  P.  Bell,  associ- 
ate professor  of  history;  L.  Dianne 
Bezdon,  business  administrator. 


School  of  Engineering  and 
Technology;  Sandra  S  Bryant,  for- 
mer secretary,  Office  of  the  Dean  of 
Students;  Ronald  C.  Emery,  profes- 
sor and  chair,  Department  of 
Electrical  Engineering  Technology; 
Thomas  L.  Guthrie,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  Economics  and  director, 
Community  Research  Institute; 
Linda  M.  Hitc,  assistant  professor 
of  Organizational  Leadership  and 
Supervision;  Frank  V.  Palatino, 
professor  and  chair  of  Biology,  and 
Jerry  Richardson,  IPFW  student 
body  president.

Editorial  staff  described  as  self-righteous 


To  Ihe  Editor: 

Upon  reading  Ramona  Mcgown's 
front  page  article.  "Chair  of  Music 
Department,  Professor  of  Theatre 
Department  submit  resignations" 
(The  Communicator,  Feb.  24),  I 
would  like  to  commend  (he  editor 
in  chief  for  writing  just  the  article  I 
was  expecting,  although  certainly 
not  the  article  I  was  hoping.  From 
the  moment  on  Feb. 18  that  Dr. 
Taylor  announced  lo  the  Music 
Department  student  body  that  he 
was  stepping  down  from  the  posi- 
tion of  chairman,  I  expected  The 
Communicator  to  at  least  attempt  to 
link  his  action  to  the  court  case  in 
Tennessee,  if  not  to  claim  victory 
due  its  own  "hard-hitting  investiga- 
tive reporting"  of  last  fall.  Alas,  my 
hope  that  The  Communicator 
would  meet  the  high  standards  of 
objective  journalism  were  for 
naught.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 
staff  of  Ihe  Communicator  did 
finally  get  some  of  its  facts  straight 
in  referring  lo  the  pending  litigation 
as  concerning  "sexual  discrimina- 
tion," as  opposed  to  the  consider- 


ably more  inflammatory  "sexual 
harassment"  it  erroneously  reported 
last  Fall,  yet  it  still  conveniently 
neglected  to  mention  that  Dr. 
Taylor  is  only  one  of  the  more  than 
a  dozen  defendants  named  in  the 
suit.  I  believe  the  editorial  staff  is 
once  again  guilty  of  taking  any 
opportunity  to  advance  its  own 
agenda  regardless  of  whether  it  is 
even  germane  to  the  discussion. 

Admittedly,  the  article  never 
directly  slates  that  there  is  a  con- 
nection between  the  pending  litiga- 
tion and  Dr.  Taylor's  decision  to 
step  down.  However,  since  fully 
one-third  of  the  article  (and  nearly 
60  percent  of  the  text  thai  refers  to 
Dr.  Taylor)  is  devoted  to  this  sub- 
ject, the  reader  is  left  with  no 
choice  hut  to  conclude  that  at  least 
the  editor  in  chief  believes  there  is  a 
connection.  There  is  no  evidence  lo 
suggest  that  Dr.  Taylor  made  his 
decision  based  on  anything  other 
than  "personal  and  professional  rea- 
sons" related  to  the  present. 
Certainly,  he  knew  that  the  case  in 
Tennessee  was  pending  when  he 
accepted  the  position  at  IPFW,  so  it 


docs  not  stand  to  reason  that  he 
would  now  suddenly  decide,  to  step 
down  for  (hat  cause.  I  do  not 
believe  The  Communicator  should 
take  it  upon  itself  to  imply  a  con- 
nection thai  it  has  no  proof  exists, 
although  I  certainly  do  not  feel  that 
this  is  the  first  lime  ihc  editorial 
staff  has  attempted  to  do  so,  (i.e. 
once  again  the  many  derogatory 
articles  concerning  Dr.  Taylor  lasi 
fall.) 

The  loss  of  such  a  gifted  adminis- 
trator as  Dr.  Taylor  in  the  position 
of  department  chairman  will  cer- 
tainly be  fell  -  in  the  Music 
Department.  However,  by  remain- 
ing at  IPFW  as  a  lenured  professor 
of  music,  Dr.  Taylor  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  directly  influence  the 
lives  of  more  students  through 
leaching.  I  find  his  personal  com- 
mitment to  quality  and  to  the  Music 
Art  to  be  very  inspirational.  I  am 
very  happy  that  now  more  students 
will  be  learning  from  Dr.  Taylor, 
the  master  educator,  although  I  will 
miss  Dr.  Taylor,  the  effective 
administrator. 

These  last  remarks  were  included 


because  I  feel  (hat  much  better  use 
of  the  primed  page  could  have  been 
made  by  the  editor  in  chief.  As  it 
was,  in  an  article  thai  supposedly 
dealt  with  currcnl  events,  onc-lhird 
of  the  article  (as  I  noted  above) 
was  merely  regurgitating  immateri- 
al information  about  events  lhal  are 
being  property  handled  by  the  court 
system  of  Tennessee,  not  by  The 
Communicator.  I  also  find  il  inter- 
esting that  I  cannot  remember  once 
that  The  Communicalor,  of  it's  own 
initiative,  reported  the  opinion  of 
music  students  toward  Dr.  Taylor, 
as  I  suspect  it  would  do  much  to 
undermine  the  self-righteous  stance 
of  an  editorial  staff  lhal  has 
appointed  itself  judge  and  jury. 
Though  I  have  become  rather  dis- 
couraged after  reading  Ihe  editorials 
of  The  Communicalor  over  ihc  past 
several  months,  I  still  harbor  a  faint 
glimmer  of  hope  that  in  Ihe  future 
The  Communicator  will  make  a 
greater  effort  to  be  a  collegiate 
newspaper  lhal  is  exemplary  of  true 
journalism.

The  Withers  Scholarship  was  established  in  1982  by  Freda  C.  Withers, 
the  scholarships  will  be  awarded  by  die  Withers  Scholarship  Trustees. 

This  merit  award  covers  tuition  and  fees  for  students  who  are  enrolled  in  i 
approximately  12  to  15  credit  hours  with  a  minimum  grade  point  average 
of3.0ona4.0syslem. 

Other  qualifications  for  the  Withers  Scholarship  are  listed  as  such: 

-  Scholarship  is  open  to  all  students  who  meet  the  criteria  previously 
mentioned  regardless  of  reference  to  race,  religion,  sex,  age,  or  resi- 
dence.
